Butz to ld the Senate Agriculture 
Co mmitee Friday that he ex pects fo o d 
prices at the supermarket checko ut 
co unter to remain stable the rest o f the 
y ear. 


He said his price fo recast was based 
o n this 
week’s estimate 
by 
the 
Agriculture Department o f reco rd 
harv ests this y ear. 
The department issued ano ther 
repo rt Friday predicting that the 1975 
U.S. grain cro p will be so big that 
reserv es will rise ev en if the So v iet 
Unio n buy s 10 millio n metric to ns o f 
U.S. grain, as repo rts indicate. 
A Russian purchase in 197 2 o f abo ut 
19 millio n to ns o f American grain 
helped spur increases in retail fo o d 
prices o f abo ut 14 .5 per cent o v er each 
o f the nex t two y ears. 
Grain cro ps this y ear "appear large 
eno ugh to meet substantial increases 
in do mestic and fo reign demand while 
still permitting increases in carry -o v er 
(reserv e) sto cks,” the department’s 
Outlo o k and Situatio n Bo ard siad. 
"Dro ught in primary gro wing areas 


o f the So v iet Unio n is strengthening the 
o utlo o k fo r grain ex po rts fro m the 
United States.” 
Butz said that priv ate American 
grain traders in Mo sco w are in co m­ 
municatio n with Deputy 
Assistant 
Secretary 
Richard 
E. 
Bell 
in 
Washingto n 
as the nego tiatio ns 
pro ceed. 
The law requires o nly that the 
co mpanies repo rt to Bell within 24 
ho urs any final sale ex ceeding 100,000 
to ns, Butz no ted. The traders "are 
go ing bey o nd the law’s requirements 
and discussing it with him befo re the 
purchases,” Butz said. 
In o ther dev elo pments affecting fo o d 
prices: 
—Preliminary figures released by 
the Agriculture Department sho wed 
that retail meat prices are still 
climbing. During the week ended J une 
28, retail beef prices av eraged mo re 
than $1.6 1 per po und o n an all-cut 
blended basis, co mpared to less than 
$1.59 a po und a week earlier. In April, 
the av erage was less than $1.34 per 
po und. 
—Majo r refiners anno unced their 
seco nd increases in the who lesale 
price o f gro cery sugar this week. The 
increases hav e rev ersed a steady 
decline in the price o f sugar since last 
No v ember. 
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CIA Adm its Link 
To W hite House 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Fo r many 
y ears the CIA has detailed perso nnel to 
o ffices in the inner circles o f the White 
Ho use, acco rding to the agency ’s o wn 
197 3 inv estigatio n o f questio nable 
activ ities. 
The repo rt, a po rtio n o f which was 
made public Friday by Rep. Lucien 
Nedzi, chairman o f the Ho use in­ 
telligence co mmittee, say s CIA em­ 
plo y es were assigned "to the imme­ 
diate o ffice o f the White Ho use and to 
co mpo nents intimately asso ciated 
with the o ffice o f the president, such as 
the Co uncil o n Internatio nal Eco no mic 
Po licy and the President’s Fo reign 
Intelligence Adv iso ry Bo ard.” 


The May , 21, 197 3, repo rt also say s 
agency perso nnel hav e been assigned 
to the Departments o f Treasury and 
Co mmerce as well as the Agency fo r 
Internatio nal Dev elo pment. 
Altho ugh the do cument do es no t 
make clear whether any o ne in the 
White 
Ho use was aware 
o f the 
presence o f these agency o fficials, 
bo th Nedzi and Senate intelligence 
Chairman Frank Church, D-Idaho , 
said it did no t suppo rt the charge that 


the CIA had "infiltrated” o r "pene­ 
trated” the White Ho use. 
That charge gained new mo mentum 
Friday with the claim by retired Air 
Fo rce Co l. L. Fletcher Pro uty that 
fo rmer presidential aide Alex ander P. 
Butterfield had been a CIA co ntact 
o fficer. 
Later, o ne o f the so urces cited by 
Pro uty as the basis fo r his claim 
denied the acco unt. 
Butterfield’s alleged CIA link also 
was denied by the CIA, which issued a 
statement say ing that Butterfield "has 
nev er been assigned to o r wo rked fo r 
CIA in any capacity .” Ho wev er, the 
agency ackno wledged that during his 
military career and during his y ears 
as an aide to White Ho use chief o f staff 
H.R. Haldeman, 
Butterfield 
“ was 
giv en clearances fo r access to sen­ 
sitiv e agency info rmatio n.” 
Butterfield, who is mo st no ted fo r 
rev ealing the ex istence o f fo rmer 
President Richard M. Nix o n’s White 
Ho use tapes, was repo rted trav eling 
and co uld no t be reached fo r co mment. 
In La J o lla, Calif., a secretary at a 
research firm said Butterfield can­ 
celed an appo intment there Friday .

Searches 
Unjustified, 
Court Rules 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) - Three 
warrantless ro o m searches in a 1974 
drug arrest were deemed unjustified 
and a subsequent co nv ictio n o v er­ 
turned Friday by the 6 th U.S. Circuit 
Co urt o f Appeals. 
The decisio n rev ersed the co nv ictio n 
o f William Edward Hay es, J r., o f Erie, 
Pa., who was co nv icted in March, 197 4 , 
o n three co unts o f po ssessio n o f a 
co ntro lled substance with intent to 
distribute and o ne co unt o f co nspiracy . 
Hay es had been arrested after a 
search o f a Ft. Mitchell, Ky ., mo tel 
ro o m unco v ered a gram scale and a 
strainer with residue o f a cutting agent 
frequently used to dilute co caine. 
The district co urt fo r Kentucky ’s 
Eastern District suggested that quick 
actio n was needed to apprehend drug 
traffickers. Acco rding to the appellate 
co urt, ho wev er, the district co urt 
apparently co ncluded that the sear­ 
ches were incidental to the arrests. 
Two o ther men were arrested alo ng 
with Hay es when federal agents seized 
co caine with a v alue o f appro x imately 
$100,000. 
The circuit co urt ruled inadequate a 
go v ernment witness’s suggestio n that 
so meo ne co uld hav e entered the mo tel 
ro o m and destro y ed the drugs. 
"Po ssibility is no t eno ugh,” said the 
decisio n. “ It is incumbent upo n the 
go v ernment to present pro o f which 
indicates that the ev idence so ught was 
in danger o f destructio n o r remo v al. 
The co urt said there was no ev idence 
suggesting such danger that wo uld 
hav e justified the searches witho ut a 
warrant.

The President’s three-day swing 
with Mrs. Fo rd into the Midwest is 
labeled no n-po litical but, inev itably , 
v irtually all his public appearances 
hencefo rth will be v iewed to so me 
ex tent in the co ntex t o f his candidacy 
fo r the 
Republican 
presidential 
no minatio n nex t y ear. 
Riding in the Natio nal Cherry 
Festiv al parade in Trav erse City , 
Mich., Friday befo re fly ing here, Fo rd 
saw a cro wd that wo uld hav e warmed 
any candidate in the height o f a 
campaign. The lo cal sheriff’s o ffice 
estimated that 250,000 perso ns lined a 
mile and a half o f street in the small 
lakeside city . 
The ev ent traditio nally draws a big 
turno ut, ho wev er, and few po litically - 
o riented placards were in ev idence 
alo ng the ro ute. 
"Ho w did y o u like that cro wd? ” 
Fo rd later asked a gro up o f newsmen. 
“ A nice send-o ff fo r the campaign, 
wasn’t it? ” o ne respo nded. 
Laughing, the President said, "Oh, 
this was just pure friendship.”

Hold Peace Talks 


BONN, West Germany (AP) — 
Secretary o f State Henry A. Kissinger 
and Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin to day held talks that co uld lead 
to an interim Sinai settlement o r 
dampen U.S.-Israeli relatio ns. 
Kissinger held a wo rking breakfast 
with West German Chancello r Helmut 
Schmidt and Fo reign Minister Hans- 
Dietrich Genscher where the fo cus was 
o n the Middle East. Then he went by 
helico pter to Gy mnich Castle, 30 miles 
so uthwest o f Bo nn, fo r the scheduled 
two ho ur discussio n with Rabin. 
An Israeli Embassy spo kesman said 
that befo re meeting Kissinger, Rabin 
co nferred with his special po litical 
adv iso r, Mo rdechai Gazit, and Israeli 
Ambassado r to the United States 
Simcha Dinitz. 
Kissinger has been pressing fo r a 
settlement under which Israel wo uld 
return to Egy pt mo st, if no t all, o f the 
strategic Gidi and Mitla Passes as well 
as the Abu Rudeis o ilfield. 


Israel insists it wo uld o nly agree to 
ano ther Sinai withdrawal if the 
security o f its western fro nt were 
guaranteed by co ntinued o ccupatio n o f 
the eastern slo pes o f the passes and by 
a firm U.S. aid co mmitment. 
Rabin, in Bo nn since Wednesday fo r 
the first state v isit to West Germany 
by an Israeli head o f go v ernment, said 
nego tiatio ns must be co nducted “ v ery 
carefully , v ery patiently .” 
Kissinger said he wo uld info rm the 
Israeli prime minister o f “ certain 
clarificatio ns

requested.” 
The Israeli cabinet, which meets 
Sunday , has demanded clarificatio n o f 
key issues befo re making a final 
decisio n o n a withdrawal.

A water sto rage tank, to be co n­ 
structed o n land do nated to Circlev ille 
by the Scio to Co ca-Co la Bo ttling Co ., 
will serv e as a fitting landmark to the 
“ Pumpkin Capital o f the Wo rld” while 
co mpleting ano ther step 
in a lo ng- 
range plan to sav e residential and 
industrial pro perty o wners so me fire 
Insurance mo ney . 
The pro po sed o ne millio n gallo n 
sto rage tank will, when co upled with 
the ex isting tank o n Nicho las Driv e, 
pro v ide the city with “ nearly eno ugh” 
water in sto rage to meet an av erage 
day ’s use, acco rding to May o r Frank 
Barnhill. 
And, it will be a mo nument o f so rts to 
the large ro und fruit that made the city 
famo us when it is o utfitted in (y o u 
guessed it!) bright o range paint and a 
black plastic “ stem” to p. 
The additio nal water sto rage tank 
“ has been reco mmended” since 196 0, 
acco rding to Chuck Tay lo r, Cir- 
clev ille’s directo r o f public utilities, by 
a ho st o f gro ups and agencies including. 
co nsulting engineers, the Ohio Health 
Department, the Ohio Env iro nmental 
Pro tectio n Agency , and insurance 
underwriters. 
Circlev ille o fficials to o k to the task 
almo st at o nce, planning and checking 
co sts o n a co ncentrated lo ng-range 
effo rt to affo rd better fire insurance 
rates and pro tectio n. 
The fo rmuai used to co mpute actual 
fire insurance rates is a co mplicated 
o ne, acco rding to Barnhill, that in­ 
cludes such v ariables as the number o f 
firemen o n each shift, co nditio n and 
capabilities o f equipment, priv ately - 
o wned fire pro tectio n dev ices, and 
ease o f access to po ssible fire scenes. 
City o fficials hav e upgraded the fire 
department and are currently co m­ 
pleting plans to establish a fire statio n 
that wo uld pro v ide access to the city ’s 
so uth end in the ev ent o f fire. 
And city o fficials hav e been wo rking 
“ ex tensiv ely ” fo r the past y ear in an 
all-o ut effo rt to lo cate a suitable site 
fo r the to wer and tank, Barnhill said. 
When Scio to Co ca-Co la Bo ttling Co . 
agreed to do nate the nearly half an 
acre o f land o n the west side o f the 
plant, things fell into place fo r the 
o fficials. 
The land will no t o nly pro v ide the 
city with the best po ssible lo catio n in 
the so uth end fo r the to wer as it will 
affo rd the highest elev atio n in the 
area, but it represents a “ gift” o f 
abo ut $50,000, Tay lo r said. 
High initial gro und elev atio n is 
impo rtant, acco rding to Tay lo r, 
because 
the 
water 
lev el 
in 
the 
pro po sed tank must co incide with the 
water lev el in the Nicho las Driv e tank. 
And co nstructio n co sts can be kept at a 
minimum because the new to wer do es 
no t hav e to be built high to achiev e this 
effect. 
Appro x imate co nstructio n co sts will 
run as high as $6 50,000, the o fficials 
said, with the mo ney co ming fro m the 
Water Rev enue Fund. Bids will be 
o pened Aug. 7 , with co nstructio n ex ­ 
pected to take appro x imately nine 
mo nths. 
Water mains fro m To wn, Walnut, 
and Co rwin Streets will be tied in 
directly to the tank. The Co ke plant 
also granted the city a permanent 
easement fro m Walnut Street to To wn 
Street to permit co nstructio n and 
maintenance o f the main trunk line. 
Quality o f water and its pressure will 
no t be affected fo r so uth end users 
when the tank is being filled, Tay lo r 
said. And, water pressure sho uld in­ 
crease a little when it beco mes 
o peratio nal. 
As a rule o f thumb, Tay lo r said, 
cities sho uld be able to keep abo ut a 
day ’s use o f water in sto rage. 
The Nicho las Driv e to wer, with a 
capacity to ho ld 7 50,000 gallo ns o f 
water, went a lo ng way . But the ad­ 
ditio nal o ne millio n gallo ns affo rded by 
the pro po sed tank will bring that 
requirement into clo ser range. 
Circlev ille 
residences 
and 
businesses use abo ut two millio n 
gallo ns o f water each day , acco rding to 
Tay lo r, who said fo ur wells keep the 
city cupplied with water. 
In additio n, Tay lo r, Barnhill, and the 
Bo ard o f Public Utilities are wo rking 
to create ano ther “ elev ated o r o n­ 
gro und” tank that wo uld bring the city 
abo v e water sto rage standards. 
“ We’re try ing to keep abreast o f the 
ex pansio n and gro wth o f the Circlev ille 
co mmunity ,” Barnhill said. 
The decisio n to change the pro po sed 
steel tank into a “ pumpkin” was 
realized when o fficials learned that it 
wo uld require “ v ery little” additio nal 
co st. The "pumpkin” sho uld be v isible 
fro m Ro ute 23 and surro unding en­ 
trance and ex it ro ads to Circlev ille. 
Ho wev er, the city do es no t hav e any 
plans to create ano ther “ pumpkin” o n 
the Nicho las Driv e tank.

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CIA Adm its Link 
To W hite House 


WASHINGTON (AP) — For many 
years the CIA has detailed personnel to 
offices in the inner circles of the White 
House, according to the agency’s own 
1973 investigation of questionable 
activities. 
The report, a portion of which was 
made public Friday by Rep. Lucien 
Nedzi, chairman of the House in­ 
telligence committee, says CIA em­ 
ployes were assigned “to the imme­ 
diate office of the White House and to 
components intimately associated 
with the office of the president, such as 
the Council on International Economic 
Policy and the President’s Foreign 
Intelligence Advisory Board.” 


The May, 21, 1973, report also says 
agency personnel have been assigned 
to the Departments of Treasury and 
Commerce as well as the Agency for 
International Development. 
Although the document does not 
make clear whether anyone in the 
White House was aware 
of the 
presence of these agency officials, 
both Nedzi and Senate intelligence 
Chairman Frank Church, D-Idaho, 
said it did not support the charge that 


the CIA had “ infiltrated” or “ pene­ 
trated” the White House. 
That charge gained new momentum 
Friday with the claim by retired Air 
Force Col. L. Fletcher Prouty that 
former presidential aide Alexander P. 
Butterfield had been a CIA contact 
officer. 
Later, one of the sources cited by 
Prouty as the basis for his claim 
denied the account. 
Butterfield’s alleged CIA link also 
was denied by the CIA, which issued a 
statement saying that Butterfield “has 
never been assigned to or worked for 
CIA in any capacity.” However, the 
agency acknowledged that during his 
military career and during his years 
as an aide to White House chief of staff 
H.R. 
Haldeman, 
Butterfield 
“ was 
given clearances for access to sen­ 
sitive agency information.” 
Butterfield, who is most noted for 
revealing the existence of former 
President Richard M. Nixon’s White 
House tapes, was reported traveling 
and could not be reached for comment.

Searches 
Unjustified, 
Court Rules 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) - Three 
warrantless room searches in a 1974 
drug arrest were deemed unjustified 
and a subsequent conviction over­ 
turned Friday by the 6th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals. 
The decision reversed the conviction 
of William Edward Hayes, Jr., of Erie, 
Pa., who was convicted in March, 1974, 
on three counts of possession of a 
controlled substance with intent to 
distribute and one count of conspiracy. 
Hayes had been arrested after a 
search of a Ft. Mitchell, Ky., motel 
room uncovered a gram scale and a 
strainer with residue of a cutting agent 
frequently used to dilute cocaine. 
The district court for Kentucky’s 
Eastern District suggested that quick 
action was needed to apprehend drug 
traffickers. According to the appellate 
court, however, the district court 
apparently concluded that the sear­ 
ches were incidental to the arrests. 
Two other men were arrested along 
with Hayes when federal agents seized 
cocaine with a value of approximately 
$100,000. 
The circuit court ruled inadequate a 
government witness’s suggestion that 
someone could have entered the motel 
room and destroyed the drugs. 
“ Possibility is not enough,” said the 
decision. “ It is incumbent upon the 
government to present proof which 
indicates that the evidence sought was 
in danger of destruction or removal. 
The court said there was no evidence 
suggesting such danger that would 
have justified the searches without a 
warrant.

A water storage tank, to be con­ 
structed on land donated to Circleville 
by the Scioto Coca-Cola Bottling Co., 
will serve as a fitting landmark to the 
“ Pumpkin Capital of the World” while 
completing another step 
in a long- 
range plan to save residential and 
industrial property owners some fire 
insurance money. 
The proposed one million gallon 
storage tank will, when coupled with 
the existing tank on Nicholas Drive, 
provide the city with “ nearly enough” 
water in storage to meet an average 
day’s use, according to Mayor Frank 
Barnhill. 
And, it will be a monument of sorts to 
the large round fruit that made the city 
famous when it is outfitted in (you 
guessed it!) bright orange paint and a 
black plastic “ stem” top.

surance of more than $300,000 and, 
with recent malpractice awards in 
some cases reaching in excess of $1 
million, he does not feel his coverage is 
sufficient.

CHICAGO (AP) — President Ford, 
making his first campaign-style trip 
since declaring his 1976 candidacy, 
says the push for economic recovery 
must be restrained lest pump-priming 
“ break the economic dikes.” 


Appearing 
before 
a 
black-tie 
business audience here Friday night, 
Ford declared, “ If we are to avoid 
new, perhaps worse inflation than 
before, then our recovery policies 
must be based on fiscal restraint.” 


He said “ we must be moderate in our 
economic plans and expectations. 
False hopes must not be paraded 
before the American people — the 
promise of a quick fix — leaving them 
with empty illusions.” 
The President’s three-day swing 
with Mrs. Ford into the Midwest is 
labeled non-political but, inevitably, 
virtually all his public appearances 
henceforth will be viewed to some 
extent in the context of his candidacy 
for the Republican presidential 
nomination next year. 
Riding in the National Cherry 
Festival parade in Traverse City, 
Mich., Friday before flying here, Ford 
saw a crowd that would have warmed 
any candidate in the height of a 
campaign. The local sheriff’s office 
estimated that 250,000 persons lined a 
mile and a half of street in the small 
lakeside city. 
The event traditionally draws a big 
turnout, however, and few politically- 
oriented placards were in evidence 
along the route. 
“ How did you like that crowd?” 
Ford later asked a group of newsmen. 
“ A nice send-off for the campaign, 
wasn’t it?” one responded. 
Laughing, the President said, “ Oh, 
this was just pure friendship.” 
While Ford’s program today starts 
with an “ informal Republican break­ 
fast,” his visit to Chicago was given a 
nonpartisan, or perhaps bipartisan, 
blessing as he was greeted on arrival 
by Democratic Mayor Richard J. 
Daley. 
Before returning to Michigan 
Saturday afternoon, Ford is holding a 
regional news conference here and 
delivering the commencement address 
at Chicago State University. 
In iiis dinner address Friday, Ford 
said that while “ full economic 


recovery” is his first order of business, 
“ we must not permit government 
pump-priming to break the economic 
dikes.” He said: 
“ Moderation and restraint — these 
are not exciting words, but they are 
key words in my economic lexicon. 
They don’t blow your mind. But 
neither will they blow the salary and 


savings you have worked hard for all 
your life,” Ford said. 
Ford returns to Traverse City to 
participate in a golf tournament late 
Sunday afternoon, then goes to nearby 
Interlochen for a youth concert before 
stopping for the night at Mackinac 
Island. He will return to the White 
House Sunday night.

BONN, West Germany (AP) — 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
and Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin today held talks that could lead 
to an interim Sinai settlement or 
dampen U.S.-Israeli relations. 
Kissinger held a working breakfast 
with West German Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt and Foreign Minister Hans- 
Dietrich Genscher where the focus was 
on the Middle East. Then he went by 
helicopter to Gymnich Castle, 30 miles 
southwest of Bonn, for the scheduled 
twohour discussion with Rabin. 
An Israeli Embassy spokesman said 
that before meeting Kissinger, Rabin 
conferred with his special political 
advisor, Mordechai Gazit, and Israeli 
Ambassador to the United States 
Simcha Dinitz. 
Kissinger has been pressing for a 
settlement under which Israel would 
return to Egypt most, if not all, of the 
strategic Gidi and Mitla Passes as well 
as the Abu Rudeis oilfield. 


Israel insists it would only agree to 
another Sinai withdrawal if the 
security of its western front were 
guaranteed by continued occupation of 
the eastern slopes of the passes and by 
a firm U.S. aid commitment. 
Rabin, in Bonn since Wednesday for 
the first state visit to West Germany 
by an Israeli head of government, said 
negotiations must be conducted “very 
carefully, very patiently.” 
Kissinger said he would inform the 
Israeli prime minister of “ certain 
clarifications 
which 
he 
has 
requested.” 
The Israeli cabinet, which meets 
Sunday, has demanded clarification of 
key issues before making a final 
decision on a withdrawal. The issues 
include the duration of the agreement; 
electronic surveillance of the passes — 
already rejected by Cairo — to provide 
warning of any sneak attack; and 
political concessions from Egypt. 
U.S. officials told newsmen 
on 
Kissinger’s flight to Bonn late Friday 
that the meeting could have serious 
implications for U.S.-Israeli relations

cludes such variables as the number of 
firemen on each shift, condition and 
capabilities of equipment, privately- 
owned fire protection devices, and 
ease of access to possible fire scenes.

And city officials have been working 
“ extensively” for the past year in an 
all-out effort to locate a suitable site 
for the tower and tank, Barnhill said. 
When Scioto Coca-Cola Bottling Co. 
agreed to donate the nearly half an 
acre of land on the west side of the 
plant, things fell into place for the 
officials. 
The land will not only provide the 
city with the best possible location in 
the south end for the tower as it will 
afford the highest elevation in the 
area, but it represents a “gift” of 
about $50,000, Taylor said. 
High initial ground elevation is 
important, according to Taylor, 
because the 
water 
level 
in the 
proposed tank must coincide with the 
water level in the Nicholas Drive tank. 
And construction costs can be kept at a 
minimum because the new tower does 
not have to be built high to achieve this 
effect. 
Approximate construction costs will 
run as high as $650,000, the officials 
said, with the money coming from the 
Water Revenue Fund. Bids will be 
opened Aug. 7, with construction ex­ 
pected to take approximately nine 
months. 
Water mains from Town, Walnut, 
and Corwin Streets will be tied in 
directly to the tank. The Coke plant 
also granted the city a permanent 
easement from Walnut Street to Town 
Street to permit construction and 
maintenance of the main trunk line. 
Quality of water and its pressure will 
not be affected for south end users 
when the tank is being filled, Taylor 
said. And, water pressure should in­ 
crease a little when it becomes 
operational. 
As a rule of thumb, Taylor said, 
cities should be able to keep about a 
day’s use of water in storage. 
The Nicholas Drive tower, with a 
capacity to hold 750,000 gallons of 
water, went a long way. But the ad­ 
ditional one million gallons afforded by 
the proposed tank will bring that 
requirement into closer range. 
Circleville 
residences 
and 
businesses use about two million 
gallons of water each day, according to 
Taylor, who said four wells keep the 
city cupplied with water. 
In addition, Taylor, Barnhill, and the 
Board of Public Utilities are working 
to create another “ elevated or on­ 
ground” tank that would bring the city 
above water storage standards. 
“ We’re trying to keep abreast of the 
expansion and growth of the Circleville 
community,” Barnhill said. 
The decision to change the proposed 
steel tank into a “ pumpkin” was 
realized when officials learned that it 
would require “very little” additional 
cost. The “ pumpkin” should be visible 
from Route 23 and surrounding en­ 
trance and exit roads to Circleville. 
However, the city does not have any 
plans to create another “ pumpkin” on 
the Nicholas Drive tank.

The potato leafhopper causes a 
greater loss in quality and quantity of 
second, third and fourth cutting alfalfa 
than does any other insect in alfalfa in 
Ohio. Insecticidal applications to 
control this pest are relatively inex­ 
pensive and frequently “ save” new 
seedlings and increase yields in 
established stands by 50 per cent. 
Potato leafhoppers (both adults and 
nymphs) damage is often mistaken as 
“ dry weather” , nutritional deficiency, 
or disease. Leafhopper injury should 
be suspected if you find various shades 
of pink, red, and purple starting at the 
mid-rib of the leaf, and a yellowing 
near the veins that gradually spreads 
over the entire leaf. 
Leafhoppers pierce the alfalfa 
leaves and stems and suck out the 
juices. The foliage turns yellow and the 
results are weakened or stunted 
plants.

Many specimens of cucumber and 
cantaloupe vines are being brought to 
our office with the entire plant or only 
one runner showing symptoms of wilt. 
W ilting on cucumber plants is 
caused by bacteria which are in­ 
troduced in the plant by the feeding of 
the striped cucumber beetle. These 
beetles overwinter as adults and come

The

They have 
been in the American homes since the 
Victorian era when Nathaniel Ward, 
an 
Englishman, 
accidentally 
discovered and probably built the first 
one. His only intention was to observe 
through a covered glass a cocoon 
buried in soil. What happened, 
however, he grew plants instead. When 
he found that the plants would live up 
to four years he designed what was 
called a Wardian Case. 
In the 
nineteenth century these cases were 
successfully used to ship plants. The 
cases protected the plants from the 
rough winds and sprays of salt water 
on the ocean cruises. 
Making terrariums today is much 
easier and less costly than it was in 
Ward’s time. There’s something 
cheerful about a living plant on your 
desk at work or school, or even on your 
favorite piece of furniture in your 
home. You’d be surprised with the 
conversations sparked because of 
terrariums. 
If you just happen to be a bottle 
collector and need a challenge in life, 
build your terrarium in a bottle. It’s 
possible 
. . . 
make 
your 
own 
homemade tools. For example, make a 
funnel out of paper to add the 
ingredients such as soil, charcoal 
chips, etc. Extend a fork on a thin stick 
to use as your shovel, dig the hole, and 
drop the plants through the tattle 
opening root first. You should get the 
plants in place and look at the bottle 
from all angles to make sure they’re 
standing erect. To make it easier on 
yourself, fill in the plants nearer to the 
outer edges of the bottle first. Leave 
the center to fill last. This will give you 


more working area as you are building 
your terrarium. You wiU also need to 
design a tool to clean the plant leaves 
and the inner sides of the bottle. 
Possibly you could extend a paint 
brush or attach a lint free cloth on a 
stick. 
If you feel you’re not a “ green 
thumb’’ and want to build the easiest 
terrarium possible, choose a glass 
covered container with a mouth wide 
enough for your hands to do the 
arranging of the plants. In this 
terrarium, for example, you could 
plant a single fern and watch it enjoy 
the space of the whole container. 
Possibly if you had a bare wall in your 
home, and needed a decorative ad­ 
dition, you could construct a plain shelf 
and make a collection line of several of 
these single plant terrariums. 
Now that you know the history of 
terrariums and are convinced you 
would like to build one, begin thinking 
where you’ll want to place one. 
Remember terrariums have a definite 
light requirement. Good indirect light, 
with no direct sunlight, is the i^e. 
After you’ve selected the appropriate 
container to compliment the decor of 
your room, you’ll need this list of 
ingredients to be added in layers. 
The first layer will be drainage 
material % to 2 inches depending on 
the size of the container. Next you will 
need a thin layer of peat moss or dead 
leaves — just enough to keep the soil 
out of the drainage material. Over this 
add a thin layer of charcoal chips. This 
sweetens the soil of your terrarium 
and also serves as a purifying agent. 
The next layer being soil and if you’re 
mixing your own a good recipe to 
follow is 1-3 good garden soU, 1-3 
course sand, and 1-3 peat moss. You 
now have a home for your plants. 
After you have planted your 
terrarium you need to balance the 
moisture content. Do this by leaving 
the terrarium cover on for a few days. 
Then check the condensation inside, 
and if droplets have formed at the top 
of the container or on the sides just 
above the soil, your mositure level is 
correct. If the entire terrarium is 
covered with heavy condensation, you 
should take off the cover and wipe out 
all condensation and return the cover. 
Put yourself together a terrarium 
and enjoy something which asks for 
little attention. Terrariums need water 
at the most once a month. You can take 
your vacation this summer without 
hiring a “ plant sitter’’ for this one.

Pickaway County Agricultural 
Stabilization and (tonservation Service 
(ASCS) has reported producer options 
for obtaining anniversary loans under 
the 1975 commodity programs. 
Wheat and feed grain loans no longer 
have identical maturity dates but will 
mature 11 months following the end of 
the month in which the loan is made, as 
announced last November, Mr. Roy 
Dunkle, chairman of the County 
Committee said. 
Dunkle said that loans for wheat, 
oats, barley and rye may be obtained 
from harvest through March 31, 1976. 
Loans on com from harvest through 
May 31, 1976. 
“ As in the past, the producer has the 
option of storing his grain under loan 
either on the farm or in an approved 
warehouse,’’ Dunkle said. 
To obtain a farm-stored loan, the 
producer needs to certify at his ASC^ 
county office the number of bushels of 
grain he has in suitable storage. The 
loan amount will then be computed by 
multiplying the eligible quantity of 
grain in storage times the loan rate for 
the county in which the grain is stored. 
The producer has the option of 
taking a loan on a quantity of grain less 
than the total eligible and of paj^g 
off all or a part of the loan at any time 
during the loan period. A requirement 
under Uie loan agreement is that the 
producer maintain the quality of the 
loan collateral and that he notify toe 
county (rfficer prior to using or selling 
any of toe grain pledged for loan. 
Warehouse-stored loans w ill be 
disbursed on the basis of toe full 
county loan rate which means the 
producer will have to prepay storage 
to toe maturity date of the loan. 
To be eligible for a warehouse-stored 
loan, the producer needs to store his 
grain in a warehouse approved by 
Commodity Credit Corporation under 


provisions of the Grain Storage 
Agreement. The producer must obtain 
a warehouse receipt which is used by 
the ASCS county office to compute 
loan based on the sp^ific quantity 
shown on the receipt. Another 
requirement for loan eligibility is that 
the warehouse receipt show storage 
has been prepaid to the last day of the 
eleventh month following toe month in 
which the warehouse receipt was 
issued; the loan will mature on that 
date regardless of when the loan is 
made.

Typical of most 4-H projects, the 
skill of judging is a part of the livestock 
projects. 
Judging is defined as making a 
careful analysis of animals or car­ 
casses and measuring them against a 
standard that is commonly accepted 
as ideal. 
Four steps are involved in judging 
animals or their carcasses. 
1. Information - the intended use of 
the animals which make up the class. 
2. Observation - careful study of each 
individual in the class and note of how 
it meets or fails to meet the 
requirements of its intended use. 
3. Comparison - comparison of each 
individual with all others in the class to 
establish differences and similarities. 
4. Conclusion - arrival of a logical 
placing for the class of animals or 
carcasses after completion of the first 
three steps. 
Giving oral reasons for the placing is 
a part of livestock judging. This is 
important in assisting 4-H’ers to learn 
how to improve the quality of livestock 
produced. 
Judging is an important tool of 
teachtog in all 4-H projects for two 
major reasons. Judging helps in 
gaining skill in decision making and 
teaching standards for procedures and 
products associated wito the project.

W h ite fly Is P ersisten t Pest

Whiteflies on your house plants, 
tomatoes, or hanging baskets can 
drive you up a tree. So don’t be like the 
fellow who got started too late and quit 
too soon. 
Known as the greenhouse whitefly, 
this pest is one of the most persistent in 
the greenhouse as well as in your home 
on your house plants and outside on 


your tomatoes. Both adults and 
nymphs damage plants by sucking sap 
from foUage and excreting sticky 
honeydew which coats foliage and 
fruits. Black, sooty fungi grow on the 
honeydew, giving plants an unsightly 
appearance. Heavy infestations of the 
whitefly can cause wilting and death of 
foliage. 
Once a whitefly Infestation becomes 
established on a crop, all stages of 
development are present.

The producer has the option of 
taking a loan on a quantity of grain less 
than the total eligible and of paying 
off all or a part of the loan at any time 
during the loan period. A requirement 
under the loan agreement is that the 
producer maintain the quality of the 
loan collateral and that he notify the 
county officer prior to using or selling 
any of the grain pledged for loan. 
Warehouse-stored loans w ill be 
disbursed on the basis of the full 
county loan rate which means the 
producer will have to prepay storage 
to the maturity date of the loan. 
To be eligible for a warehouse-stored 
loan, the producer needs to store his 
grain in a warehouse approved by 
Commodity Credit Corporation under 


provisions of the Grain Storage 
Agreement. The producer must obtain 
a warehouse receipt which is used by 
the ASCS county office to compute the 
loan based on the specific quantity 
shown on the receipt. Another 
requirement for loan eligibility is that 
the warehouse receipt show storage 
has been prepaid to the last day of the 
eleventh month following the month in 
which the warehouse receipt was 
issued; the loan will mature on that 
date regardless of when the loan is 
made. 


As with a farm-stored loan, a 
warehouse-stored loan may also be 
redeemed at any time during the loan 
period by paying the principal plus 
interest for the time the loan was 
outstanding. Currently the interest 
rate on loans is 6Vs per cent. On 
October I, 1975, the loan interest rate 
w ill be reviewed.

Typical of most 4-H projects, the 
skill of judging is a part of the livestock 
projects. 
Judging is defined as making a 
careful analysis of animals or car­ 
casses and measuring them against a 
standard that is commonly accepted 
as ideal. 
Four steps are involved in judging 
animals or their carcasses. 
1. Information - the intended use of 
the animals which make up the class. 
2. Observation - careful study of each 
individual in the class and note of how 
it meets or 
fails 
to 
meet 
the 
requirements of its intended use. 
3. Comparison - comparison of each 
individual with all others in the class to 
establish differences and sim ilarities. 
4. Conclusion - arrival of a logical 
placing for the class of animals or 
carcasses after completion of the first 
three steps. 
Giving oral reasons for the placing is 
a part of livestock judging. This is 
important in assisting 4-H’ers to learn 
how to improve the quality of livestock 
produced. 
Judging is an important tool of 
teaching in all 4-H projects for two 
major reasons. Judging helps in 
gaining skill in decision making and 
teaching standards for procedures and 
products associated with the project. 
4-H members will have an op­ 
portunity to try their judging skills 
during the county judging contest held 
during the Pickaway County Fair.

W h itefly Is Persistent Pest 


By GEORGE HAMRICK

Agriculture 
Whiteflies on your house plants, 
tomatoes, or hanging baskets can 
drive you up a tree. So don’t be like the 
fellow who got started too late and quit 
too soon. 
Known as the greenhouse whitefly, 
this pest is one of the most persistent in 
the greenhouse as well as in your home 
on your house plants and outside on 


your tomatoes. Both adults and 
nymphs damage plants by sucking sap 
from foliage and excreting sticky 
honeydew which coats foliage and 
fruits. Black, sooty fungi grow on the 
honeydew, giving plants an unsightly 
appearance. Heavy infestations of the 
whitefly can cause wilting and death of 
foliage. 
Once a whitefly infestation becomes 
established on a crop, all stages of 
development are present. None of the

At least five or six applications of an 
insecticide at five-day intervals is 
necessary to control established in­ 
festations. 
Homeowners can use malathion with 
some success. Thiodan and Dibrom 
are labeled and are probably better 
materials for this use. Follow label 
instructions on the chemical you use. 
Dumb Questions 
A fellow once told his audience he 
would give any person $50 if he would 
ask a dumb question. Of course he did 
not have to pay off, because there is no 
such thing as a dumb question. If a 
person asked a question, at least he 
doesn’t know the answer (and perhaps 
hundreds of others don’t, either, but 
think it is dumb to ask). So, there is no 
such thing as a dumb question. 
What brought this up was a question 
asked by a user of our Home Vegetable 
Garden Insect Control bulletin. 
Several insecticides are listed under 
each control column for various pests 
of various vegetables.

The answer is no. Anyone of the 
materials listed is researched, labeled 
and recommended to control the pest 
in question.

NEW YORK (AP) - When the 
economy begins moving up out of the 
recession you’ll be hearing a lot about 
capacity. Is there enough physical and 
human capacity in our system to 
permit an expansion? 
The question is now being debated in 
professional circles and soon could 
become a rather popular subject of 
discussion generally, if any such 
economic topic can be so described. 
The consequences are huge. If, as 
most studies seem to indicate, the 
economy is now operating at IO per 
cent to more than 20 per cent below its 
capacity, then there is room for im­ 
provement. There is excess capacity to 
be utilized. 
But, 
if 
the 
nation’s 
current 
production is near its capacity to 
produce, as some economists suspect, 
then the outlook could be quite dismal. 
The First National City Bank com­ 
ments on this possibility: 
“Under such a scenario, bottlenecks, 
shortages and a rekindling of inflation 
would not only retard the recovery but 
could well result in a ‘doubledip’ 
recession — that is, a short-lived 
recovery followed by another slump.” 
First City economists are among the 
majority who believe there is suf­ 
ficient capacity in our factories, farms 
and offices to permit a recovery 
without extremely negative con­ 
sequences. But nobody can ignore the 
other possibility. 
The doubts arise because of 
questions concerning the reliability of 
the various capacity surveys, in­ 
cluding those done by the Commerce 
Department, the Federal Reserve 
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Board and private organizations. 
Skeptics claim that some companies 
still are operating very close to their 
capacity, despite the fact that business 
is off. If an upturn begins, they 
maintain, these companies won’t be 
able to expand quickly enough. 
Some critics claim the high cost of 
installing pollution-control equipment 
has delayed corporate expansion 
plans. And, they add, environmental 
requirements and regulatory costs 
make some operations economically 
unfeasible. 
The suspicion exists that some of this 
idle industrial capacity somehow is 
still being counted as usable when it 
should be written off. In being counted 
as potential capacity, it distorts 
studies. 
There’s another side to that 
argument, however. During recession, 
manufacturers sometimes fail to count 
as effective capacity certain plants 
and equipment that are only margi­ 
nally efficient. But if a boom comes 
they make use of them. 
Such observations tend therefore to 
undermine the confidence of some 
forecasters in the capacity surveys. 
Others tend to rely on the surveys but 
with their fingers crossed.

School Aid Formula 
Faces Rough Road 


Pouring concrete began on the new 
portion of Route 23 to increase the 
road from two to four lanes from 
Circelville to Columbus. 
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COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The 
House 
Finance 
Committee 
has 
resumed hearings on a state school aid 
formula, but the road to eventual 
approval of a genuine equalization 
plan is still blocked by major ob­ 
stacles. 
Already beset by serious problems 
with time running short, the panel 
heard a new proposal Thursday, that 
could cost as much as $13.1 million in 
additional funds, said the state 
education department, if it is included. 
Cleveland School Superintendent 
Paul Briggs asked the committee to 
provide for programs dealing with 
“racial isolation” of minority students 
to try to develop a better racial mix. 
Briggs said $50 per minority student 
should be appropriated for all districts 
in the state where at least 15 per cent of 
the student population comes from 
minority groups. 
“What I want to do in Cleveland is 
avoid a situation like Boston,” he told 
the lawmakers. 
The big city educators said the 
programs would be designed to bring 
together 
whites 
and 
minority 
students—particularly blacks—for 
special learning projects. He said 
many black Cleveland children attend 
schools “ without a single white 
student” from kindergarten through 
high school. 
Asst. State Superintendent Paul 
Spayde said that 262,215 minority 
students in 37 local districts would 
qualify for such a program at an 
estimated cost of $13.1 million in a 
single school year. 
Briggs pointed out that not all 
eligible students could realistically be 
expected to participate in projects, 
lessening the actual cost of his 
proposal. 
He did not suggest a source of ad­ 
ditional revenue, but stressed that 
funding should not come from basic 
aid or money already appropriated for 
other categorial programs, such as 
municipal overburden.

H. 
Shoemaker, D-88 Bonnieville, was 
doubtful that the minority program 
could be financed for the current 
biennium. 
The committee will begin con­ 
sidering amendments next Tuesday 
which are almost certain to strip out 
several key sections of the bill which 
passed the Senate last May.

U.S. officials minimized the in­ 
cident, saying the gunfire came from 
small fishing-style vessels of unknown 
nationality.

Officials said Capt. F. M. Hagerty, 
the Gateway’s master, reported the 
incident to the U.S. Embassy in 
Bangkok after the ship docked at

Like the Mayaguez, the Gateway 
City is a container ship owned by the 
Sea-Land Corp. of Menlo Park, N.J. A 
company spokesman said the Gateway 
City has replaced the Mayaguez on a 
regular cargo run from Hong Kong. 
Pentagon and State Department 
officials said the latest incident oc­ 
curred Tuesday when the Gateway 
City was about 25 miles southeast of its 
destination, the Thai port of Sattahip. 
This is about 200 miles from the 
scene of the Mayaguez’ seizure by a 
Cambodian gunboat near the tiny 
island of Poulo Wai on May 12. 
According to 
cables 
reaching 
Washington, two unidentified fishing- 
style boats opened fire with light 
weapons on the freighter and several 
rounds struck the ship’s super­ 
structure. Damage was described as 
superficial. 
Officials said Capt. F. M. Hagerty, 
the Gateway’s master, reported the 
incident to the U.S. Embassy in 
Bangkok after the ship docked at 
Sattahip. 
Pentagon sources speculated that 
the gunfire might have come from 


pirates known to operate in those 
waters. However, there has been 
considerable tension in the Gulf of 
Thailand, where Cambodian gunboats 
have seized Thai fishing craft and 
where at least one battle was fought 
last month between Thai and Cam­ 
bodian navy vessels. 
Thailand and Cambodia have been 
quarrelling over territorial boundaries 
and ownership of some offshore 
islands. The Cambodians and the 
Vietnamese also have been reported 
fighting over disputed islands in the 
gulf. 
State Department officials said 
arrangements were made for con­ 
tinuous radio contact with the 
Gateway City after it left Sattahip 
bound for Singapore. Presumably, 
U.S. Air Force jets based in Thailand 
would be sent out to help if the ship ran 
into any other interference.

17, 1973, and it also enabled them to 
snap a three-game losing streak. 
“ I knew it was gone as soon as they 
collided,” Manning joked of his first 
major league home run. 
The Angels, who have dropped IG of 
their last ll games at home, will try to 
even the series tonight when they send 
Nolan Ryan (16-8) against Cleveland’s 
Dennis Eckersley (5-2). 
Ryan has lost his last five decisions. 


Johnny M iller 
Pushes Effort 


CARNOUSTIE, Scotland (AP) - 
The 164th British Open has turned into 
a dog fight and Johnny Miller, for one, 
has no idea who’ll wind up on top after 
today’s fourth and final round. 
But Miller does have two predictions 
to offer—the course record w ill 
probably be broken for the fourth time 
and the result will probably be decided 
on the final four holes. 
Miller, the tall, blond Californian 
turned in a 66 to equal the record for 
the 7,065-yard, par-72 Carnoustie links 
in the third round Friday and jumped 
over Jack Nicklaus as a firm 11-4 fa­ 
vorite in the betting.

Then came the big battalion from the 
United States—Miller at 206, Tom 
Watson one stroke behind him, Jack 
Nicklaus, Hale Irwin, John Mahaffey 
and Alan Tapie, all at 208. Also at 208 
were Andries Oosthuizen, the South 


African youngster playing his first 
Open, and Ned Coles from Britain. 
Which means the final round today 
begins with four strokes separating the 
top IO players.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — A bUl 
creating a state body to coordinate 
Ohio’s rail transportation system was 
signed into law Friday by Gov. James 
A. Rhodes. 
The biU, sponsored by Rep. Arthur 
Wilkowski, 14-46 Toledo, creates an 
Ohio Rail Transportation Authority 
with powers similar to those of the 
turnpike authority. 
The five-man authority would be 
required to draw up and implement a 
state rail plan covering the state’s rail 
transportation needs. 
The bUl requires the authority to 
plan for high-speed rail passenger 
service between the state’s major 
cities. 
Routes specifically written into the 
law are Cleveland-Akron-Columbus- 
Dayton-Cincinnati, 
and 
Toledo- 
Geveland-Youngstown. 
The biU, which becomes effective 
Oct. 10, also makes the authority the 
coordinating body with the federal 
government in the federal regional rail 
reorganization plan. 
The federal plan, intended to turn 
bankrupt rail lines in the Midwest and 
Northeast into a single profit-making 
corporation, calls for abandoning 
thousands of mUes of lower-density 
track. 
The freight lines can be continued by 
the states, but only with a proper 


coordinating agencv. 
The Ohio Department of Trans­ 
portation has been serving in the role, 
but the federal government has ad­ 
vised the state that the transportation 
department does not have the proper 
legal authority to fiU the spot. 
The new state authority wUl have the 
power to buy, lease or sell rail 
properties to implement the state rail 
plan. 
Rhodes also signed bills extending 
state employe life insurance and 
cleaning up Ohio’s strip mine law. 
State employes on extended sick 
leave wiU be able to get up to three 
years continuation on their group life 
insurance at state expense. 
Workers who are laid off may 
continue the state coverage at their 
own expense. 
The mine law, sponsored by Rep. 
Arthur Bowers, D-98 Steubenville, 
replaces the one-year licensing system 
for coal strip mine operators with a 
threeyear permit. Licenses must still 
be obtained annually, but applicants 
will not be required to make detailed 
reports. 
The three year permit will also 
eliminate instances of double bonding 
on mine tracts used a second time. 
Under the already existing law, mine 
operators must post bond to guarantee 
satisfactory reclamation of land.

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina (AP) — 
President Isabel Peron, yielding to 
labor pressure, has ousted con­ 
servative Welfare Minister Jose Lopez 
Rega but included three of his closest 
allies in a reconstituted cabinet. 
But it was not clear whether the 
shuffle would satisfy widespread 
demands for changes in Argentina’s 
top leadership. 
AH of the members of Mrs. Peron’s 
old cabinet had submitted their 
resignations last weekend in a futile 
effort to head off a general strike 
threatened by labor leaders.

Mrs. Peron accepted his 
resignation. 
Lopez Rega said Friday he offered

who fought him, and did so “ serenely 
... with the security of having served 
God, my country and my conscience.” 
“ Some names have changed, but not

Emergency Squad said she was un­ 
conscious when they arrived to give 
her emergency treatment. 


About 30 people and three bar at­ 
tendants were in the bar area when the 
ceiling dislodged. W itnesses told 
Circleville Police that the ceiling 
started to sway back and forth before 
falling. 


Besides the 32 tile that fell over the 
both area, 13 additional tile fell behind 
the bar. 


Most of the tile were 18 by 36 inches. 
Circleville Fireman, called to check 
the damage, said the remainder of the 
ceiling could fall “at any time.” 


The suspended ceiling was hung 
under roof timbers that had been 
burned in a 1964 fire, Sgt. Wes Barton 
said. 
The nails attaching the suspended 
ceiling to the burned rafters had ap­ 
parently become dislodged and some 
of the timber had split, he said.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A bill 
creating a state body to coordinate 
Ohio’s rail transportation system was 
signed into law Friday by Gov. James 
A. Rhodes. 
The bill, sponsored by Rep. Arthur 
Wilkowski, D-46 Toledo, creates an 
Ohio Rail Transportation Authority 
with powers similar to those of the 
turnpike authority. 
The five-man authority would be 
required to draw up and implement a 
state rail plan covering the state’s rail 
transportation needs. 
The bill requires the authority to 
plan for high-speed rail passenger 
service between the state’s major 
cities. 
Routes specifically written into the 
law are Cleveland-Akron-Columbus- 
Dayton-Cincinnati, 
and 
Toledo- 
Cleveland-Youngstown. 
The bill, which becomes effective 
Oct. IO, also makes the authority the 
coordinating body with the federal 
government in the federal regional rail 
reorganization plan. 
The federal plan, intended to turn 
bankrupt rail lines in the Midwest and 
Northeast into a single profit-making 
corporation, calls for abandoning 
thousands of miles of lower-density 
track. 
The freight lines can be continued by 
the states, but only with a proper 


coordinating agency. 
The Ohio Department of Trans­ 
portation has been serving in the role, 
but the federal government has ad­ 
vised the state that the transportation 
department does not have the proper 
legal authority to fill the spot. 
The new state authority will have the 
power to buy, lease or sell rail 
properties to implement the state rail 
plan. 
Rhodes also signed bills extending 
state employe life insurance and 
cleaning up Ohio’s strip mine law. 
State employes on extended sick 
leave will be able to get up to three 
years continuation on their group life 
insurance at state expense. 
Workers who are laid off may 
continue the state coverage at their 
own expense. 
The mine law, sponsored by Rep. 
Arthur Bowers, D-98 Steubenville, 
replaces the one-year licensing system 
for coal strip mine operators with a 
threeyear permit. Licenses must still 
be obtained annually, but applicants 
will not be required to make detailed 
reports. 
The three year permit will also 
eliminate instances of double bonding 
on mine tracts used a second time. 
Under the already existing law, mine 
operators must post bond to guarantee 
satisfactory reclamation of land.

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina (AP) — 
President Isabel Peron, yielding to 
labor pressure, has ousted con­ 
servative Welfare Minister Jose Lopez 
Rega but included three of his closest 
allies in a reconstituted cabinet. 
But it was not clear whether the 
shuffle would satisfy widespread 
demands for changes in Argentina’s 
top leadership. 
All of the members of Mrs. Peron’s 
old cabinet had subm itted their 
resignations last weekend in a futile 
effort to head off a general strike 
threatened by labor leaders. 
The strike went ahead, but ended 
early after Mrs. Peron rescinded a 
limit on wage increases to which labor 
objected and reportedly agreed to re­ 
shuffle the cabinet. 
While most members of the cabinet 
were retained, with old or new port­ 
folios, Lopez Rega was not among 
them . Mrs. Peron accepted his 
resignation. 
Lopez Rega said Friday he offered 
his resignation to “ secure the 
pacification of the disturbed spirits” 
who fought him, and did so “serenely 
... with the security of having served 
God, my country and my conscience.” 
“Some names have changed, but not 
the orientation,” 
commented 
a 
spokesman for the Radical Civic 
Union, the main opposition group. 


Sugar Prices 
Bumped Again 


NEW YORK (AP) For the second 
time this week, major sugar refiners 
have announced new increases in the 
wholesale price of grocery sugar. 
The increases mean that in some 
areas, wholesale prices are outpacing 
the retail cost of sugar already on 
grocery shelves. But the situation is 
not expected to get as bad for con­ 
sumers as during last year’s sugar 
price explosion. 
Amstar Corp., the nation’s largest 
refiner raised the wholesale price five 
cents a pound Friday, bringing the cost 
of a five pound bag to $1.55 and a 10- 
pound bag to $3.15. 
National Sugar Refining Co. an­ 
nounced a similar increase.

Soviet cosmonauts Alexei Leonov 
and Valeri Kubasov completed their 
training Friday and were placed in 
quarantine quarters today, according 
to a Soviet announcement.

Russians’ prime and backup rockets 
were fueled and that the prime Soyuz 
spaceship’s comm unications and 
electrical circuits were checked out.

Meanwhile, the U.S. space agency 
said it would close its tracking station 
in the Malagasy Republic on Monday 
because President Didier Ratsiraka 
had placed it under military control 
and said he might shut it down for 
nonpayment of rent.
